* the Deputy Prime Minister, today described to 
Parliament as “historic” the Commonwealth 
agreement, which keeps the future Republican 
India within the Commonwealth as a full and 


equal partner. 


Mr Winston Churchill, the leader of the 
Opposition, said he had'no doubt whatever:

the Commonwealth, a view which was received 


with cheers,

Amid cheers, Mr. 


Churchill declared: “This: 


I sny to all my friends: it is the duty of all to 
try our best to malre this new expression of unity 
of our worldwide association of States and nations.

The House of Commons had 
cartier heard Mr Morrison read 
the’ Commonwealth leaders’ 
decluration.’,He said it was 
necessary to make the result of 
the conference known first to 
the newspnap¢rs to ‘facilitate the 
simulfaricous announcement ‘1n 
all the self-governing countries 
of the Commonwealth. * 

“Nevertheless, I think the
